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A movement has begun t springing from the hearts and minds of the op* 
pressed Mexican-Atnerican farmworkers , 


An essential feature in the history 
of the United States has been the 
movement of people from the coun¬ 
try and farm lands into the factories 
of the urban centers, With the 
hope of a better life for themselves 
and for their ckildren, miïlions m p- 
on millions of poor people have 
streamed into the cities, reptacing 
the dependency upon the land and 
the land owner with the dependency 
upon industry and the factory-owner. 
Farmerly t the battle cry was for 
“land** and in the name of 41 land** 
settlers slaugkter&d the American 
Indüms; they were killed by the 
thousands t whole families and tribes, 
It was genocide* Now t America 
marches to war in the name of the 
* i market place'** The existence of 
the entire world is threatened as U.S. 
industry invades country after country 
in the search for greater profils . 
America t the Nation, has been trans- 
formed into America t the Empire t 
and stitï the assembly-line tecknolo- 
gy continues to expand its display of 
trinkets, toys and terror* 

rnere are those, however, wliohave 
remained on the farms t Uterally'Hied 
to the land " of tkeïr birth , For the 
Mexican-Amkrican migrant farm- 
i vorker, advancing technology kas not 
produced the joys of a better-juture; 
rather t with pesticides and mod?rn È 
more dangerousequipment, technology 
has produced only greater hazards in 
an atready precarious life m Historicat- 
ly subject to the vikims of racist, ar¬ 
rogant growers ( the wages migrant 
farm Uxborers rccefue bat?* made them 
the lowest paid toorkers in America * 
The migrant farmworkers have gone 
from field to field , from horvest to 
Harvest , seekingoutan existence which 
pays them less than $2,400 for the 
year. 

The last decade t tkougk, has pro¬ 
duced a phenomena n#uer before nr'f- 
nessetf m the history of American 
farm Iabor t A movement has begun t 
springing from within the hearts and 
minds of the Me xican-American werk¬ 
ers, ctdminating in a unity and a tuii/ 
to struggle which stands as anexample 
to poor working people throughout the 
country* La Ccucsa (The Caiise}, and 
La Muélga (The Strike), pro vide the 
Mexican-American farmworkers with 
roots which holé strong theirdetermi- 
nation to achieue dignity and justice, 
Fighting under the barnier of the Black 
Azfec eagle t the Mexican-Americans, 


re pres ented by their imïon t the United 
Worh&rs Organizing Committegf 
confront the racist growers t the legis- 
tature and t in fact, the U,S. govem- 
m mt, The growers, with the weight 
and pressure of a multi-hillion dollar 
industry , would attempt toforce legis- 
lation which would reduce the migrant 
farmworkev to the pasition of ch&ttel 
slave * 

We, Black people, join with the 
Spanish-speaking people in commtm 
struggle, against a common op - 
pression, We know r far too well, 
the plight of the landless and the dis- 
possessed , Our own history of slavery 
Qnd share-cropping will testify to tkis, 
The phrases, *'Boycott lettuce w \ 

4i Boycott grapes* 1 should strike a 
familar tone t just as the 4l colored 
only 4 * signs in the South mimic the 
**No dogs or Mexicans** signs in the 
Southrvest and in California* For the 
oppressed t the politics of survival 
are similor though each particular 
struggle has its wiique characteris- 
tics . 

Here t lhen t is the story of the mi¬ 
grant Mexican-American formwork- 
er^ of Northern and Central Califomia „■ 

Thr evploitation of m'grant farm¬ 
workers as a sDurce of chepip labor 
is noihlng new to etie fruit and vege* 
cable growers of Central and North¬ 


ern Califomia* Sfnee rhe Civfl War, 
the rtchesi a^id mosi fertile land tp 
the Continental United States has ex- 
perïenced a cross-sectlon of almost 
every ethnic group in the ,4 melHng 
p oi'\ American ïndians, Chinese» 

Japanese f Armenlans, Arabs, FUt- 
pinos, Mexicans and others have aJl 
been imtiated in the American * # way 
of life" via these farms, Given such 
a divided and confused surplus of 
labor, wages could never rlse above 
a subsistence level; the dangerous 
work of organtzing a unïort was ham- 
pered by the masstve number of peo* 
ple needing work, poor people would 
rather "scatr* (work a job that has 
been J struck' by a unïon) than atarve, 

By 1942, with Japanese-Americans 
locked in concentration eamps, and 
the white migrant farmworkers mov- 
ing into the war industries in checitles, 
the Mexican-Amsricans worked the 
fields alone, What was first an illegal 
system of pay-offs ana bribesbetween 
the growers and the customs offic¬ 
ials became federal law, and through 
a series of agreements wtch theMext- 
can govemment, the infamous "Bra- 
cero" program came into being. Un- 
dsr this program a large numbers of 
Mexicans were brought into Califomia 
and other Souchwestern States by truck 
during the harvest season. They 
worked the fields until the Harvest

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HIS BLOOD 
WAS PRICELESS

Kenneth Hoivard, a twelve year old 
Black mcn-ckild, éied Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember lö t 1972 f of leukemie, a fatal 
ölood disease , Even though America 
spends billions of dollars a year on 
the muterials for war and jus tas much 
for visits lo the surface of the myon, 
people, primarily poor people, are 
sufferiTtg and dying from diseases for 
which a cure or bet ter medicines may 
be found. 

The blood is made up of plasma, 
the fhdd which contains red blood 
cells, white blood cells and ptatelets. 
These blood cells are created in the 
bone marrow, the connecting tissue 
which lives in the inside of our bones, 
The red blood cells combine unthoxy- 
gen wfdch is passed on to alt of the 
vüal organs and tissues of the body, 
There are normally about 5 million 
red blood cells (per cubic millimeter 
of blood) in a man and 4 1/2 mil¬ 
lion red blood cells in a woman. 
White hinnd cells have an entirely 
different purpose , they work in two 
groups to fight ïnfectïons which are 
symploms of disease, There are nor- 
malty 5 to 10 thousand of these cells 
(per cubic millimeter of blood) in an 
adult . Wkett infection develops f they 
increase and move to that area to en- 
gulf (or ' eat*) bacteria or ether ma- 
tei-ial foreign to the body, The pb- 
telets are small, irregubr shaped 
cells which serve to clot tears in 
blood vessels, they dump together 
and act as a block imtil the tissue 
heais, there are about 300,000 Pla~ 
teïets in each cubic millimeter of 
blood. 


In the blood of a persen mth leu¬ 
kemie the white blood cells overpower 
and kitl the red blood cells for no 
apparent reason and the platelets have 
a very limited ability to repair the 
damage being done, In advanced leu¬ 
kemie, blood transfusions must be 
given almost daily to replace the red 
blood cells that have been killed. 

Kenneth Moward was such a vic- 
tim r hoving leukemie for over two 
years. One day, in July qfl970 t he kit 
his leg and a large bruise occurred , 
The doctors treated it lightly, How-* 
ever t later in that summer when he 
èecame very weak and begon to com- 
plain of severe headaches and weak- 
ness, the doctors became *worried\ 
and did a series of tests on Kenneth * 
The tests revealed a large number 
of white blood cells in kis blood. 


Soon they determined that tt was 
leukemia, They told his mother that 
he could live no langer (kan 3 to $ 
monffts, His family did not ïose hope 
for him. In January of 1971 Kenneth 
u/as taken to Seattle, Washington to 
have a bone marrow transplant He 
receïved the transplant from his twin 
Örother Kelton * After this he went in¬ 
fo a period of remission (the disease 
became dor mant or quest), The new 
bone marrow produced a sufficiënt 
amenmt of red blood cells and he was 
almost ‘normaf' again, However, this 
did not last long, He was a 

second bone marrow transplant and 
it did not work , The white blood cells 
continued to increase and crowd out 
the red blood cells t * Wonder* drugs 
were given to him, transfusions were 
continuous, still Kenneth Howard did 
not imprave, He began to get weaker, 
his hair feil out, and he was confined 
to a hospit al in June, 1972. (He was 


Ealo Alto, CaUfomia tohere he re - 
mained vntil his death), His mother 
stated that after a while his body began 
to reject all transfusions t excepttkose 
from Black people: the type which 
coniained wtthin them particular 
agents (the Duffy Strain ~5)flh ~füs 
entire family, onf^ his twin brother, 
Kelton mul his older brother, Eugene, 
had compatible blood, very rare „ The 
doctors discontmued plasma frar^s- 
fusions and began to give Kenneth 
only platelet transfusions which would 
help to protect him from uncontrol - 
lable bleeding and extremely high 
blood pressure . The slightesi cut wmld 
have caused him to bleed continuoitsly m 

Near the end of his life ( Kemeth 
went into convulsions (severe musete 
spasmsdue tó bek of oxygen) which 
lasted from l a,m, to l p,m, the next 
day t His blood pressure went up to

The statement above is a quote 
from CoTTirade Huey P T Newton^ Leader 
and Chief Theoreticinn of tbc Black 
Panther Party, Recently, the people 
of East Palo Alto, Califorma, saw its 
meaning transformed tmo action. The 
Palo Altu Branch of the Black rancher 
Party sponsored a Community Survival 
Day on September 9 t 1972, at Si, 


Francss of As^isl Cathoüc Church, 
i-ive hundred tree bags of groceries 
were given away (with a chicken in 
every bag) and two hundred people 
wsre fes led for Sickle Geil Anemia. 
Voter registration was conducted 
during the program and later rhe 
crowd was entertalned by the revolu- 
tïunary music of rhe Lamoen (rbc re- 
voluiiónary singtng group of the Black 
Panther Party) and the Alfocemori 
band. Chalrtnan Bobby Seale, in ad- 
dressing the people, stressed the tm- 
portance of Black people registering 
co vote and also pointed out that the 
survival program is 'nor a farce - ', 
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SHOOT FIRST IF HIS BACK 

IS BLACK 


The city of Berkeley *CalifQrnia*'has 
for years been a converging point for 
members of the sü-called 'hippie 
movemeniL They are, for the most 
part* young and white* and migrate to 
Berkeley from cities aeross the United 
States* and even trom across rhe 
oceans* More often than not, these 
indlviduals are usually pennüess when 
they arnve in Berk el ey or become so 
before long. They can expecc no mer- 
cy from the city's power structure* 
which is responsible for Berkeley‘s 
ristng unemployment rare and the gen- 
eral oppression of the Black and poor 
population, These young* white pro- 
ponents ot the 'hippie subculture' find 
themselves becoming part of the 
culture they had mennt to deny; Pro- 
stitution* hard drug pushing and 
robbery. Many look for greener pas- 
cures elsewhere, hltch-hiking to var- 
ious locales chroughout California* 
from the city of Berkeley. 

On Wednesday* Septemoer 33, 1972, 
rftree young Black men* Forrest Blade, 
age 16; Artie Adanandus* age 17; and 
Clarence Peters* age IR, were ctriving 
thr^ugh rhe city of Berkeley when they 
were tlagged down by two white female 
hitch-hikers, Annette Dees* 21, and 
Leak Weinberg* IS, fromLondon*Eng- 
land. These two white girls were hitch- 
hiking to San Franctsco, California* 
from Berkeley* and the brothers 
stopped their car to let them in. 
From rhat point, everything becomes 
confused. Artie Adanandus was shot 
in the back by Richmond* California 
polïce and Brothers Clarence Peters 
and For rest Blade were arrcsted and 
charged with attempted tape, kidnap 
and robbery of the two white girls, 

[*he Richmond Police vers ion of the 
events rhat led up co the Brorher's 
shooting and the arrests arequestion- 
able, co say the least* Their 'story' 
as toLd by Ricbmond's Chief of Police* 
is that alter the three brothers picked 
up the hitch-hikers in Berkeley they 
took the two to Richmond by force* 
beat and robbed them* and attempted 
to rapé them. One of rhe white girls 
is supposed to have been ‘kicked out' 
of the car by the brothers when ic 
stopped In Richmond* on Carlson 
Boulevard* according to police, She 
then is supposed to have called rhe 
Richmond police* wh> put out a des- 
crïption broadcasc for the car and lts 
occupams. The car was sighted on 
South 4Qth Street and Ohio Avenue, 
police said, and Brothers Clarence - 



For giving two white hitch-kikers a 
ride t Brother ARTIE ADANANDUS 
was almost murdered. 


Peters and Forrest Blade were ar- 
rested immeüiately, Brother Artie 
Adanandus was supposed to have gotten 
out of the car and fled on foot* and 
a white detective named Wayne TcHis 
alïegedly chased Artie* and after 
"several warnïng shouts” fired his 
gun at Artie, wounding him in the 
shoulder* The Richmond Police De¬ 
partment justtfied the shooting of 
Brother Artie Adanandus by saytng that 
if someone commies a felony offense 
the arresttng offleer is "allowed to 
shoot firsCL lt evidently makes no dif- 

ference to the Richmond police 
if their 'suspect' is a juvenile and is 
unarmed; as long as he is Black he 
is fair game'. They have even con- 
fiscated Brother Artie's ciothes and 
refused to return them. Their claim 
is that they are planning to use them 
as '‘evidence'L 

The Black commimity does nor be- 
lieve the obvious Hes of the racist 
Richmond, California police. Through 
a long history of police bruraliry and 
morder, we know that they are cow¬ 
boy -style gangsters that hold Black 
and poor peopLe's lives in contempi* 
Brothers Clarence Peters, Artie Ada¬ 
nandus and Forrest Blade were de- 
finitely the victims of the police, 
Forrest Blade himeelf has said that 
after they gave the two hüch-hikers 
a lift in their car, they stopped in 
Richmond (where ali of the brothers 


lived). One of the white girls pan- 
icked and ran to call the police, evi- 
dently thinking that the three brothers 
were not gotng to take them EO San 
Francisco* The three brothers left 
and were hunted down, Artie Ada¬ 
nandus dïd manage to escape* but was 
not shot down while running from the 
car* as the police had said* What 
did happen was that after Artie left 
the car* he caught a bus to Clarence 
Feter's house, Once inside hls 
friend's home* Arde dtscovered that 
the house was surrounded by ai least 
thtrty policemen* He ran out of the 
back door and was shot in the back 
shortly after jumping over a fence. 

Later Artie's mother was called* 
When she arrived at the scene of 
the shooting, she asked if the body 
she saw lying face down tn the Street 
was the body of her sou, A Richmond 
peace' officer replied* "Why don't 
you piek up his head and see”? Mrs. 
Adanandus could not idemify hor 
own son, yet one of the two white 
girls was taken to aee Artie and ahe 
'positively* identified him as ore of 
the passengers in the car, having 
only seen hls back. 

The tbree ynung Brothers were 
not racist* they offered a ride to 
two white girls who were* in all 
probability* very adept at M hltch-hik- 
ing ,, t The white girls were obvious- 
ly the racists, 

They decided chat when the bro¬ 
thers stopped in Richmond it meant 
'something else\ For picking up 

two white girls* Brother Artie 

Adanandus was almost murdered and 
is now hospitalized, there Is a possi- 
binty that he will lose his right arm* 
Brother Clarence Peters ts incar- 
cerated in Richmcnd's city Jaü on 
$5*000 baii for the phoney charges 
of kidnap* attempted rapé and rob¬ 
bery* Brother Forrest Bïade is be- 
ing held on the same charges* with 
no bail* at the Juvenile Hall In Mar- 
tinev, California. if these charges 
are heard in any court in America 
the three Black men will suffer. 
Artie Adanandus, Forrest Blade 
and Clarence Peters need the sup¬ 
port of the Black community in or¬ 
der to prevent the racist courts 
from railroading them to prtson. 
They are innocent*

Due to the oppresstve nature of this

are confmeü to the jails and prisons 
of the \J M S t penaï system. The racist 
police forceS and the corrupt courts 
combine thetr efforts to railroadBlack 
peopie in particular into prisons and 
jaüs all across the country. Because 
of this, in mnny prisons, Black pri* 
soners are in the majortry. 

Prisons are usually huilt in remote 
areas, This is an effort to complete ly 
tsolate the prisoner jxipulation from 
the community, thereby enabling fas¬ 
cist prison authorities to carry out 
their cvil acts in secrer, Often there 
is no direct transportation; we are 
faced with exorbitant bus or cah fares 
which are beyond the range of the 
limited funds of oppressed people* 

Though the problems are many; 
there Ss no obstacle we will not over- 
come in order to cömmmcate with 
our Imprisoned loved ones. Weunder- 
stand clearly that our brothers and 
sisters in prisons are constant ly faced 
w ïlIi threats, imtmidarion, brutal as- 
aaults by prison guards and even ouc- 
rtght murder. We can never forget 
the mombers of the Black community 
who are mcarcerated, for we are all 
prisoners of rbis capita! ist system. 

An example of the problems prt- 

soners and famüies face, across the 
country, is the case of Mrs. Gregg, 


the mother of E8 year o ld Kandol ph 
Jermïrig^, a momber af the Black Pan- 
Eher Party in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, who is inearcerated in Cen¬ 
tral Prison in Raleigh (Randy isserv- 
ing a 7 - 10 year sentence on phoney 
charges stemming from a 1971 attack 
upon the Black Panther Party Com- 
munïty Center in High Poim, North 
Carolina). Several times Mrs* Gregg 
bas been given a specific visitingtime 
early in the mornïng. Mrs. Gregg, 

who lives in Winston-Salem, which 
is 70 mi les from Central Prison, has 
had to catch a bus at 4;0Öïnthe morn- 
ing to get there in time roseeher son. 
Actually, the prnai institutions should 
provide adequate transportation sothat 
families and friends of prisoners can 
he as.su red nf ha ving constant Com¬ 
munications with loved ones. 


In an effort to alleviate these pro- 
biems the Black Panther Party hns 
Implemented a not her F ree Bussing eo 
Prisons Program. The Bussing Pro¬ 
gram is a Cornmunity Survival E 1 ro- 
gram which will begin Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember 24ch. "Phe bus will go to Va- 
cnville Medical Factltty, which is 
near Sacramento, about 75 nr.lesfrom 
Cakland, Caüfornïa, Vacavilic is the 
prison where C om rade Itavtd HiUiard, 
Chief of Staff of the Black Panther 
Party is inearcerated, The bus will 

b- departing at S:00 a.m, from Al¬ 


len Temple Charch incaced oir fiStJi 
and VA F ' Street in Bast Oakland, and 
remming to the Church at 4:45 p.m. 
■Pre® child care will be provided at 
the Church, and dimner also will be 
served. 

The F ree Bussing to Prisons Pro¬ 
gram vdl be continuous, w:ch another 
trip scheduled to Soledad Prison on 
Üctober 8th.

CXher pri¬ 
sons co be visited in the future will 
be San Quentin, Po!som, Tracy, Chino, 
San Luis Obispo,l’ehachapi, Susanvïlle, 
Jamescown, Milpttas and C.t.W. (Cor- 
rectional Instirution for Women in 
Froruero, California).

Johnny Larry Spain, a poet, a re- 
volutionary, an imprisoned man, He 
has been in the prisons of Califomia 
since he was seventeen* Arrested for 
murder in Los Angeles and swiftiy 
tried, he was destined for the gas 
chamber; and because of his youth 
he was ,H saved r L After being subject 
to contimtous threats and harass- 
mem at Soledad prison, he was trans- 
ferred to San Quentin, There, after 
the brutal murder of Comrade George 
Jackson August 21, 1971, hewassingled 
out as part of the supposed greai 
' 'escape plan”, He and five other Black 
mon were charged with variouscrimes 
stemming from that day in August, 
Though they have had various pre- 


trial hearings, none of them have gene 
to trial, Whlle awaitmg trial they 
must sit at San Quentin, Everyday 
their lives are endangeretl, their only 
comfort is in the support of the people, 

Recentiy, Johnny Spain sent this 
letter to a friend, We are reprint! ng 
ir here, It Ir in rem^mHrance of the 
40 men who died at Attica Prison in 
September 1171, and for all the men 
and woTïien everywnere who are in 
celis or graves because they fought 
to survive American lascism,

Though the visit yesterdaywas brief t 
stilt with the traditional drapïng ofus 
(Six) in chains and shackles„J must 
consïder wqs that one aspect of our 
existence — (de facto, or outrigkt 
stavery?) --of the $ame or near the 
same magnitude of fascism t mth which 
the proponents of the latter (Oid- 
Right) used last September, at Attica , 
to murder over 40 human beings?

Six of us were chained, yet even in 
its worst classifïcation t tvould not 
want to be responsible for placing de- 
grees upon that fact and the fact that 
this month r September t wilt showhun - 
dreds of mothers, fathers, sisters, 
brothers and fatherless ckildren in 
deep noés of Sadness and moum over' 
their loved orces who were slavghtered 
at Attica under the frivoulous guise 
of "protecting society*\ 

Is this the uöy in ivhick society 
must be protected? How many people 
in this society feel mprotected when 
a human being demands his rights to 


life? lf we concede that over 40 t tn- 
armed human beings must be moved on 
by a military mit , and murdered, in 
order to protect this society — when 
in fact the prisoners of Attica were 
hut exercisiüg the most basic reflex/ 
response to nature (LeJ, the right to 
protest another's unprincipled "pri¬ 
vilege" of denving them their Ituman 
right to life t - then t m all must won¬ 
der who ïs protecting what kind of 
society?

Amther American myth convenient 
for publicity value ia the United States 
is that the objeeiive of the öffensive 
is to “rake cirips/' This sterns also 
from Western military theory which 
considem indusrrtalized urban areas 
to be the cemrai theaters in which 
wars are finally decided, How can the 
same American government which was 
unable to predict the coming of the 
öffensive now be relïably expected to 
explain its objectives? Si nee the of- 
fensive began, American officials have 
explained to the American people that 
its objectives are variously ttf'eut the 
country in two," "march from An 
Loc ró Saigon,” “prepare to over- 
throw the governmem elcher on Ho 
Chi Minh's birthday, May Day, or the 
anniversary of Dien Bien Phu, all of 
which nnw are past" and, above alï, 
the American people are told that the 
objecrive of the öffensive is to seize 
the eities, because, aecording to Am- 
bassador Porter, the enemy is em- 


barassed by not bemg abfe co fly lts 
flag over a single provincie] capita!* 

The paychologicai war (psywar) as¬ 
pect: of this American claim is re- 
veaied by a dispatch trom Washington 
about the coming battle of Hue, in the 
L.A. Times of May 24, *'Officials 
acknowledged Tuesday that the Ad- 
mEnisrration, feeling increasingiy that 
Hue can be held, bas emphasized the 
growtng Importance of the outeome,” 
The image of cities falling was of 
course reinforced by the collapse of 
the defenses at Quang Tri, But it is 
important to recalt that Quang Tri 
was not f 'taken” by the liberacion 
forces, Rarher, lts defending army 
disintegrated and retreated at the 
moment of engagement, A revolu- 
rionary administration was then setup 
in the city and, we w?re told, thousands 
of people evacuated co the country slde. 

The danger of fighting for cities, 
from a guerrilla standpoim, is evident 
in the fact that ali such cities are 
bomhed mercüessly by B-52 raids, and 
ïndochina is replece with examples 
of bami ets, villages and cities which 
the airforce has bom bed in order to 
' save,'* For a guerrilla forcetoseize 
and ndm 5 nister a hcavüy populated city 
wjuld be quite possibly a suicidal ex- 
posure to American air power, There- 

fore whac has happened in Quang Tri, 
as in the cities of North Vietnam, Is 
that a skeletal struccure of organi- 
zation rematais, while large numbers 
of people - especially the must vul* 
nerable, children and the elderly - are 
beÈng evacuated to discant areas, In 
fact, Quang Tri province hecomes

Among the mist oppressive situations Black and poor people 
have been forced to live with in this society is indecent 
housing. Black people have been crowded into the worst 
‘housing 1 imaginablei from the rural shacks of Mississippi 
to the monstrans 'high rise* prisons of Atmrica’s crowded 
and decaying cities. 

We have become all too familiar with our unlivabte sur- 
roundings; the lead poisoning of our children from peeling 
paini and piaster that racist slumlords neglect t and the 
pi les of disease infesied garboge outside our doors that 
the Sanitaiion Department rejuses to collecL We have be¬ 
come accustomed to the rat bites f the roaches t the Jfeezing 
winters and smoldering summers t the inadequate tighting, 
plumbing and the poor constmctim of the houses and build~ 
ings in wtAch we must ‘live*.

Perkaps the biggest slumtord in Oakland is the racist and 
wsalihy Oakland Housing Aulhority, wkich contmually robs 


comes and gives us in return some of the worst kousing in 
the United States. We must examine closely the Oakland 
Housing Authority so that we can begin to construct methods 
to eliminate its widertianded pradices against the Black and 
poor of Oakland* We want to make cooperative housing a 
reality, in building a base of operation. 

The Oakland Housing Authority is one of the btggest money- 
makïng operations In the ciry t lt bas become a huge slum lord, 
cortrolling over 4,000 units (apartments) tn the city of Oak¬ 
land. With on average family of 6 living in each unit, chts is 
equal to ovef 24,000 tenams paying $55 to $65 a momh in 
rent to the Oakland Housing Authority, 

The overwhelming majority of people that make up the 
populacion of the Oakland Housing Authority's (OHA) puhlic 
housing complexes are referred to - in an economie sense 
- as 4ow-lncome\ This term only means that the majority 
of OHA s tenants are Black and poor people that are bareïy 
able to pay the outrageously high rents demandetl by the CHA* 

Jhe Director of OHA, Harold Davis, is a Black man, The 
faci that he is Black however.has Ikrle hearing on the treat-

We holdi these truths to be self-evident* that all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creator wfth certaln unaüenable rights; that among 
these are Hfe, ItberEy, and the pursuit of happiness. 
That, co secure these rights, governments are inscUuted 
among men, deriving their just powers from 1 the consent 

of the governed; that, whenever any form of govemment 
becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of 
the people to alter or to abollsh it, and co instirute n 
new government, laying its foundation on such prin- 
clples, and organizing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most Hkely to effect their safety and 
happiness, Prudence, Indeed, will Jictate that governments 
long established shouid not be changed for lighc and 
transiem causes; and, a^cordingly, all experience höth 
shown that mankind are more disposed tt> suffer, whüe 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forme to which they are accustomed. But, when 
a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invari 
abiy the same object, evinces a design to reduce them 
under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is their 
ducy> to thrdw off such government, and to provide 
new guards for their future securtty, 
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was completeü and then returned b/ 
truck to Mexico, The Bracero pro¬ 
gram was so successtuk so popular 
among those growers who reaped ere- 
mendous profits, Chat af ter the war, 
they iobbted in Washington for an sx- 
tension, which was dutifully granted* 
Ln fact, the Bracero program lasted 
untiï 1964, AVI of the hard agrtcul- 
tura] field work wis done by Spanish- 
speaking migrant wurkers. 

As fax as healch care is concemed, 
the migrant workers suffer outra- 
geously. The average 1 ife expectan- 
cy for rhe Mexican- American farm- 
worker ts 49 years comparcd with 
70 years for the average (white) 
American, While the average health 
care expenditure for each nrgrant 

farmworker is loss than $8.00, that 
saras figure for the tot al population 
is a lilde more than $20(1*00 per 
persen, The statistics speak for 
themselvés: the migrant farm vol k¬ 
ers infant mortality race is 125% 
hiRher than rhe national rate; the 

mnrpvn^l moriallty rflit- 125 % htgh- 

er then the national rate; rhe death 
ra ie from influenza and pneumonie 
is 20G% higher; the death rate from 
tuberculosis and other infectlous 
diseases ts 260% higher; and the 
death rate from .iccidenrs (for which 
the famüy reoeives no eompensation) 
is 300% higher than the national 
average* (These figures ïnclude the 
death rates of childrem hired to w *rk 
as farm laborers), 

Noi only do Mexican-American 
farmworkers suffer from the 'nor- 
maT fatal diseases, they also suffer 
from 'la miEerte andando" (the wal’ - 
Ing death), pesticide poisoning. 
V estic ides are Chemical ditscs and 
sprays used on crops to kül insects 
and other pests. The two types of 
pesticiden most cornmoniy used by 
the growers includfe DDT (recently 
outlawed chroughoui the wqrld as 
harmful to humans) and certain types 
of fierve gases, developed by the 
Nazi's during World War ÏL Another 
particularly loathsome pesticide 
used by the growers is 2, 4-D, a 
herbicide manufactured by Dow 
Chemical Comoany* Although rhis 
pesticide causes birth defects in test 
antmals and is so dangerous that 
the U.S. Army "claims" to have 
banned fts use in Vietnam, it is 
presently one of the most common 
sprays used in U.S, lettuce fields, 
The use of roxic Chemicals and 
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ihe sfatistics speak for themsélves: the migrant farmworkers infant mortal - 
tiy ra ^ e is 125% higher than the national rate. 


sprays, in the very fields in which 
the farmworkers toïl has resulted in 
"la iruterte andando", which claims 
a minimum, of 1,1)00 dearhs and over 
90,000 ifijuries each year. These are 
the ©onditions which form the back- 
drop for the drama of the 1960’s, 

Led by Gesar Chavez and the United 
Farmworkers Orgamzing Commu¬ 
ne, the Mexican- American m'graru 
farm workers began ttielr movernent 

for dignity and decent wages, lt was 
and Conti nu es to be a demand for 
self-determination and s elf-respect 
from the racist growers, The 
beginnings of this movement was the 
famous grape strike and grape boy- 
cott which originared in Delano Val- 
ley> in Central California, For che 
firsi El me in the history of migrant 
and seasonaï farmworkers, rhe drive 
began to union ï ze; for them, histori- 
cally, this was a 'forbidden' concept. 

‘In 1935, the growers successfully 
opposed the Enclusion of fnrmwork- 


ers in the original National Labor 
Relations Act. Thus, excluded from 
the "rights" of ïndustrial and fac- 
tory workers, farmworkers have 
"legai" means of collective bargaln- 
ing, no "legai" means to prevent 
1 ’scab" labor from strike-hreaking 
and subverting the cause. When the 
Delano grape strike began, the 
Mexican - American farmworkers 
faced not only the normaJ prnbléms 
experienced by strik ing workers, they 
faced the additional problem of 
"scab" labor, over which they could 
have no controL While the growers 
had a certain an>ount of success in 
breaking the actual strike, the boy- 
cott egainst grapes grew. "Boycott 
gïapes became a natlonwide slogan 
and eventualiy, in 1970, the growers 
siihniitted ro che demands of the work¬ 
ers and the UFW union. 


Shortiy before the end of the graoe 
strike, lettuce growers signed =;o- 
CONTINUED QN NEXT PAGE 
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ca lied ' 'sweethearr back-door agree- 
menrs'* with the Teamsters tinton. 
The letruce - wofkers, Mexican- 
Amerieans* dëmanded to be rep r ei¬ 
seneed by the UFW, They were in 
no way represented In this illicit 
pact* The protest heightened and 
on August 24, 1970* 7,000 migrant 
farmworkers wem out on strike 
against the lettuce growers in SaH- 
nas and Santa Maria Valleys in 
Northern California. 

This time the growers began from 
the start to mobilize their forces 
against the strike. During the grape 
strike they had consistently under- 
estimared the power of the farm¬ 
workers, The American Farm 
Bureau Fcderation, a 4 billion dol¬ 
lar industry* and the Pree Marker¬ 
ing Councü, a newly formsd lettuce 
growers organization* set Into mg- 
tion vast amounts of propaganda and 
money to subvert the farmworkers 
Jusi iemands. They used money to 
pressure both the courts and the 
state governments, propaganda to 
spread Hes of ^violence and intimi - 
datSnn” to underminé popular sup¬ 
port for the boycott* 

in September 1970* Judge Anthony 
Rrazil ourlawed all UFW strike ac- 
tivity in Salinas county, tn October, 


1970* Judge Cordon Campbell orde red 
the UFW co stop all boycott activity 
and in early December, 1970, he 
ordered the arrest and JallifigoïCesar 
Chavez until Ctiavez calledoff theboy- 
coEi (lt should be noted üiat this is 
the same Judge Campbell who was the 
first presidlng judge in the case of the 
Soledad Brothers, one of whom was 
Comrade George Jacksonjwho wasbru- 
ta'ly murdared En August, 1971 a: San 
Quenrin. Campbell wirbdrew from the 
case when hc could not dsny the de- 
fense aceusation of hls blatant expres- 
sion of racial prejudice}* While the 
Californla SupremeCourt voided Judge 
Campbeirs racist tnjunction, the pres¬ 
sure of growers had not reached lts 
peak. 

In the early part of 1972 the Arizona 
leglslature* representing rheintereats 
of the seond largest lettuce producers 
in the country (California is firsc)* 
passed legislation which vïrttiaüy 
stops migrant andseasonal farmwork¬ 
ers from any degree of self-deier mi- 
nation and control over their lives, 
Secondary boycotts, (actions against 
firms which sell or distribute non- 
union products) are cornpletely banned, 
while prlmary boycotts are severely 
restricted, The migrant worker ’3 
right to voie for the Union of their 
choice Is restricted just as is the right 
to strike. Under this law* if farm¬ 


workers strike* the grower need only 
petltlon the court with an aJïidavit 
showlng that he wou ld suffer 55,000 
erop damages and he would then wit] 
a automatte 10-day injunction* The 
racism inherent in this law is so 
streng, that one Arizona la wm aker 
stated in floor debate that, “We all 
know this bill ts diröcted against the 
farmworkers* mivemem/' Tn fact* 
when the bil! was siped into law the 
governor of Arizona refused to meet 
with the farmworkers* calling thern, 
M non-existent people. ,f tn Calt- 
fornia, Ronald Reagan and the Cali¬ 
fornia State legislaiure are tsking 
this Arizona law one step furtber. 

On November 7, 1972* the people 
of Californla wlU vote on Fropost- 
tion 22, the degrading and dehumaniz- 
ing California Agrïcultural Labor Re¬ 
lations Initiative. Tf the Arizona law 
stripped the Mexican-American farm¬ 
workers of thetr rights, Proposition 
22 puts the shackles on and makes 
the sla ver y complete. Onder Propo¬ 
sition 22* secondary boycotts are il- 
Iegat, This proposal also makes 

Ülegal “publicity directed against any 
trademark, trade name of generic 

(species) nature** of agricultural Pro¬ 
ducts. Slnce lettuce ia a generic 

(or plant)name, to say *'Boycott let¬ 
tuce'" is a crim? punishable by one

P fhe imtiative also eüminaEes the ma¬ 
jor ity of farm workers from voting 
for the Union of their chotce, Uniess 
the farm laborer worked for an agrï- 
cuJtural empluyer for 100 days out 
of a year; ff the workers voted in 
the same area within the las: 12 
months, rhen they cannot voce. 
Thls disqualifted over 75% of the 
Mexlcen- American farm workers, 

Proposition 22 mak es coHective 
barbainlng Impoöslble (In assfgning 
the methods of growing, harvesrfng 
and handiing crops as “management 


righïu'% Proposition 22 subjecrs the 
workers ro other healrb hazards), In 
aü, Proposition 22 contains 121 lines 
of unfair labor practices and unlaw- 
ful acts for which the union or the 
farmworker can be jailed, yet only 
36 lines restrict the growers, none 
of which would make him “crimlnaP' 
or a candldate for irnprisonment, 

Recencly, a move has begun to have 
Proposition 22 removed from the bal - 
loc, The Secretary of State for CaiU 
fornia has disclosed that the growers 
origmal petition contains 63,000 in- 
seances of either fradulent represen- 
tation to people who signed it or out- 
righï forgeries. lf these 63,000 are 
invalid this verifies that the initia- 
tfve mast bereiïiovedsince thenumber 
of valid slgnatures would be belöw 
the minimum requirement* While 
thtwa&nds of workers stand in support, 
a few, racist growers wlrh "blood” 
money enough co buy off ihe courts
